In Indiana, business men and farmers, formed the American Guard, Ic., non- 
partisan, a rallying point for all citizens who objectively desire to lira the facts 
about candidates and issues, without color or bias* j 

In New England, Jerome Rappoport and the New Boston CommJ vcee, young people under , 
twenty---seven, s weepi ngly cleared out the^i^'s^^^r^l 03 ^* as prelude tj the larger job 
in Massachusetts. 

In Texas, the ladies who refused to be forced to act as tax collectors for thsr — 
Federal Government organized a smoothly functioning group to secure reforms. 

Chicago citizens, learning that only 51% of America^ qualified voters went to tjhe 
polls in 194-8, organized American Will Vote, Inc., for the sole purpose of getting ! 
voters to the polls in 1950, no matter for whom or for what they voted. In three months 
Americans Will Vote issued millions of pieces of printed matter, induced thousands 
voluntarily to make speeches, made appeals over the radio and television, and used al- 
most all other available channels of reaching people. The November vote was one of 
the largest ever recorded in Illinois. Operating at exceedingly low cost, the Organiza- 
tion now is planning to apply the same technique in thirty-seven other States. ^ 



There are similar organizations in New York State, in the. South, in California, 
Utah, Ohio, Alabama, New Jersey, Iowa, Arizona, Wyoming and in other States. Farmorgai

7ifield, a Protestant, and Dean Manion, a Catholic (of Notre Dame University), is 
virtually identical. Their concept of the wellspring of human freedom is the same. \

So many failed 
to register adequately and properly that it is difficult to state exactly how many 
organisations were represented. We know there were more than 115 organizations 
registered. We have sound reasons to believe that well over 230 organizations 
were represented by delegates and observers.

We will WOT list those who were present. Those of us whose names were known while 
the CONGRESS OF FREEDOM was in process of organization were the targets for every 
form of smear and vilification those opposed to Constitutional Government could 
exert. Moreoever,. we know that some of those whose names we listed as probable 
delegates, observers, or .visitors, were subjected to every possible pressure to 
persuade them to stay away. And we know that substantial and important persons 
stayed away* We don't blame anybody. We know that practically every speaker we 
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announced on our program was made the target for all kinds of pressure to cancel 
engagements* To the glory of- the kind of persons we invited to speak, be it made 
a matter of proud record that no t one qui t us * And the same holds good for Archie 
Roosevelt, Mary Cain, Ev Taylor and Irving Mezger. They are Americans.. You are 
Americans.

Where did all this opposition come from? Vram a large organization in Los 
Angeles which we are told sent out thousands of letters and printed pieces against 
the CONGRESS OF 'HHEEDOM; from a clergyman, with a national periodical and letter, 
in Los Angeles. Prom' 'some sources in the Pacific Northwests from Wyoming? from 
Arizona,? from Nebraska J -from Illinois} Michigan, Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania 
and from the South. From so-called patriotic organizations, patriotic groups, 

as wej-X as otyvxooH siflj&erslvea. ' Froju pBt-ty people -who 7?ere actuated chiefly by 

the thing that moves persons to spread go sd-p.. And there was opposition - stiff, 
nasty opposition - from sources right here in the Nations Capital, from people 
connected with incumbents in the offices of the Members of Congress* We don't 
know whether this originated in the Administration. 

We can honestly say we feel no rancor. It all goes with what we are doing. But 
we are on the brink of starting the organisation of another CONGRESS OF FREEDOM, 
as formally fixed at Omaha in October. And it seems to us you, out there, who 
must help us, should understand what you and we confront. You and we are striv- 
ing to establish a national liaison, a means to : work together, nationally, with 
a tie between all of us, a tie between the various States, the different regions 
and the separate individual organisations. This kind of unity alarms the sub- 
versives and those who do not believe we should base our Government on the 
Constitution. Separate, spread widely in small diverse, groups, working alone, 
we don't have much collective significance.

PLATFORM OF THE CONGRESS OF FREEDOM 

Give the Constitution back to the People I 

Our pledge is to fight for freedom. These are the truths 
which we hold to be self evident: 

That considered from the standpoint of the intent of the 
Founding Fathers, the Constitution of the United States has 
been almost destroyed. 

That while such destruction has been performed ostensibly 
for our "good" the effect has made dependent parasites of 
a once free, proud and self-reliant people. 

That the principles of individual liberty embodied in the 
Declaration of Independence have been bargained away for a 
series of compromises on the altar of expediency. 

That it is impossible to compromise a principle because once 
a principle is compromised it is no longer a principle, it 
is only a compromise. 

Let us then take our purpose from these principles as stated 
here in the Declaration of Independence :

!♦ We oppose the use of government force embodied in the 
present' draft law and the proposed Universal Military Train- 
ing Law, which conscript and would permanently conscript out 
sons to fight on foreign soil, in a scries of entangling wars 
and threats of war allegedly to keep the peace • We decry the 
war we have lost in Korea and wo will oppose American partici- 
pation in the war in Indochina, 

2. Taxation without limitation must be halted. Firm in this 
resolution we therefore believe wo must stand foursquare for 
the complete repeal of the 16th Amendment, the Federal Income 

It is not our purpose here to propose new taxes. Ue believe 
that if we abolish all foreign aid, all foreign and domestic 
"share the wealth" programs, the Federal Government will not 
need the 16th Amendment for its revenues* Other measures can 
be found if the governments power to spend our money is 
severely limited,, The primary problem is not to raise money, 
but to reduce drastically all government spending. Repeal of 
the income tax amendment will do the job* 

3* As an initial means of drastically abolishing expenditures, 
be it hereby resolved that the Government of the United States 
cease and desist supporting foreign governments, thereby per- 
petuating their forms of communism and socialism* As a means 
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of severing our entangling alliances with foreign nations, be 
it hereby highly resolved that the United States of America 
withdraw immediately from the United Nations! 

And as a part of an amendment' to limit our treaty making power 
and executive agreement power, wo propose a clause which" will 
prohibit our participation in the United Nations, or any other 
scheme whose aim is world government at any time in the -future.

I ara In receipt of Operation America Bulletin Jtfo. 17 dated _ 
-Hay-20rl95ii. '"'""' 

It appears to me that this bulletin places the organization 
responsible for it in the position of seeking to destroy 
the Congress of Freedom* Since the Congress of Freedom is 
dedicated to the fundamental American principles, as em- 
bodied in its policy, it comes to me as a matter of surprise 
that the individuals responsible for Operation America would 
place themselves so specifically on record as opposed to 
such a fundamentally American organization* 

The bulletin as written is slanted, filled with' half-truths, 

sly innuendos and outright charges which I know, from close 

and intimate work with the individuals who organized the 

Congress of Freedom, to be inaccurate, misleading and some- 
times deliberately untrue. 

As an instance of the attempt being made by Operation 
America to discredit and villify a fine patriotic organiza- 
tion, may I draw your attention to the paragraph on the 
bottom of page 2 in which it is charged that the organizing 
committee of the representatives of states "- - * sought 
immediately to obtain a decent interval for thought and 
modification of the provocative, incendiary, French Revolu- 
tion language* f!

As the acting chairman for this organizing committee I wish 
to go on record as protesting that the statement is not ac- 
curate, The organizing committee sought to learn the true 
feeling of a majority of its members. It discovered that 
an extremely snail minority, consisting principally of Mr; 
Arnold Kruckman, Mr. Howard Evans, and Mr. Everett Taylor, 
did not wish to abide by a majority decision. 

Mr, Kruckman stated in a surprising public utterance that 
if the policy presented with unanimous approval of the ten- 
man policy committee were adopted, he would resign publicly 
and repudiate the entire Congress* This was his right* 
This he has done. But why he should continue to try to de- 
stroy the Congress of Freedom Is a matter between Mr* Kruck- 
man and his conscience* 



It was apparent, in any case, that he was determined, re- 
gardless of the feeling of the individuals charged with the 
responsibility of formulating the policy, that his position 
was to be supported and that any ideas to the contrary were 
simply not to be considered* 

The truth of the matter Is that the states committee did 
approve the policy. The fact that the Congress of Freedom, 
after lengthy and free discussion, also approved the policy 
with only one change, proves that despite^Mr* Kruckman the" 
democratic processes were followed and a majority decision 
was reached satisfactorily* 
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There is another item in the phrase quoted above which can- 
not be overlooked for it indicates the type of prejudicial 
slanting being performed by Mr. Kruckman, et al, in this 
bulletin. The statement' is made that the policy contained 
"provocative, incendiary, Frenc h Revolution language." 
This statement, coming from a responsible organisation pre- 
sumably imbued with the desire to "regain constitutional 
government in the original American spirit," is certainly 
a source of wonder* The policy adopted by the entire com- 
mittees involved and the Congress of Freedom as a whole 
drew from strictly American sources for its language. If 
the policy committee was at fault, it was in a lack of ori- 
ginality in following the language of the American Revolu- 

too closely,, But_ this.waa. conceited -b^jtho^e ~^who — ~ — 

drafted the policy to be the only way to do it in the ori- 
ginal American spirit. 

For instance, the third sentence of the policy is, "These 
are the truths which we hold to be self-evident." Every 
student of American history will recognize the similarity 
of this language with the phrase, "We hold these truths to 
be self-evident" employed in the Declaration of Independence. 
The eighth paragraph of the statement of policy is a direct 
quotation from the American Declaration of Independence. 
Also, later on appears the statement, "We pledge our lives, 
our fortunes and our sacred honor." And the entire policy * 
statement concludes with a quotation from George Washington, 
the first President of the United States. Nowhere is there 
any use of French Revolution language. Never was there a 
more American statement in the original American spirit 
than the policy drafted by those who love their country. 

At the top of page 3 In the bulletin the authors of it 
would have you believe that fl a precise and exact and very 
definite gentlemen's agreement was made." As a. .party -to 
the discussion which preceded and followed the presentation 
of the policy before the All States Committee, this is an 
exaggeration. It is true that an agreement x^as reached in 
which two individuals lArho believed in the wording of the 
policy and wanted to see it sustained stated they were will- 
ing to meet with two individuals representing Mr, Kruckman' s 
point of view x^ho wanted to water down the American wording 
even to the point at one place in the discussion of amend- 
ing Thomas Jefferson. This meeting was to take place at a 
time convenient to both sides, .specifically, on the evening 
of the same day in which the dispute arose. There was no • 
"precise, exact and very definite statement" that nothing 
would be said about the policy until this meeting x^as held. 
It was, of course, mutually understood that no policy could 
become a policy until it had been approved by a majority 
of the All States Committee and a majority of the Congress 
or Freedom. Therefore, it was understood that the draft 
of the policy as it had been submitted could not be released 
as an adopted policy. The reason for this understanding 
was purely because we recognized the necessity of following 

-the--d^iaourabic--pT^ces^-until it had -been- approved or had 

failed to win approval by the delegates. It represented 
nothing excepting an attempt to arrive at a policy "to 
which the wise and honest could repair." 

The draft of the statement of policy was accurately pre- 
sented before the assembled delegates of the Congress of 
Freedom by the chairman of the policy committee and at the 
time he made the presentation ho stated, not once but three 
times, that this was not an official policy, it was merely 
a statement which the policy committee had worked on and 
he wanted to get the reaction of the delegates in order to 
determine how nearly he had come to sounding out the feel- 
ing of the convention. 
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The overwhelming support which was freely and spontaneously 
given to the policy as it was read in the auditorium, "with- 
out any floor organisation or maneuvering of any kind, was 
the apparent cause of Mr. Kruckman's ensuing pique. There 
is no doubt that had a reading of the policy fallen flat 
and subsequently not been approved by a majority of the 
delegates to Omaha, no such bulletin as Number 17 would 
ever have been issued by Operation America. The bulletin 
was written because a majority of the delegates had their 
way despite all that Operation America could do in trying 
to defeat the policy. 

As another indication of slanting and twisting of facts, 
in the_sano p^x^Lgraph at-theu. tx>p— of-pa^^ "~" 

America states, "It is proper to mark this* fact with em- 
phasis here in order to make it absolutely clear that none 
of those associated with the delegates from Operation America 
in any way had any sympathy with the apparent rev olu tionary 
ideas and ideals of the leaders of the other groupT"" 
(Emphasis added.) 

Since I acted as the chairman of the All States * Committee, 
which was an extension of the Interim Committee, which was 
the committee of Operation America, this is a totally un- 
true statement. I had complete sympathy with the viewpoint 
of the so-called ''other group." Most of the delegates with 
whom I talked indicated that they had complete sympathy 
with the viewpoint taken by the policy committee, though 
they may have differed as to wording. 

In fact, Prank Chodorov, a member of the Interim Committee, 
and working at one with Mr. Evans and Mr* Kruckman, had 
declared in his speech before the entire Congress that 
what he was calling for was a repeal of the 16th Amendment, 
one of the three major points employed in. the policy. Mr, 
Chodorov defined this desire on his part in a book entitled, 
"The Income Tax, Root of All Evil," which excellently covers 
the point. He stated publicly in his address that he 
realized that when the income tax amendment had been passed, 
it constituted a revolution against the original American 
concept, and that the process of repeal would inevitably be 
classified as another revolution. This is not an exact 
quotation from Mr. Chodorov but the use of the word "revolu- 
tion" was his. It Was this terminology which Operation 
America objected to, blaming an "atheist" and a" "philo- 
sophical anarchist." 

Similarly, Congressman Gwinn, who spoke before the Small 
Property Owners at a banquet at the Congress, stated that 
from the Congress of Freedom he was drawing a full measure 
of courage, that from here on he could not be afraid to 
refer to various socialized schemes such as public housing 
and^confiscatory taxation of the graduated income tax type 
as "communism*" This, too, Is strong, perhaps even revolu- 
tionary language * 

But these are facts which can be attested to by all present* 

There is another question that comos to mind as we note that 
there were "delegates" from Operation America. It was our 
understanding in going to the Congress of Freedom that each 
organisation would send a single delegate and an alternate. 
If Operation America indeed sent delegates,, who were they? 
How vfiany were they? And If only one delegate and one alter- 
nate, why should this single organization seek to defeat 
the wishes of a majority of 90 organisations? 
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Repeatedly through the bulletin Operation America has made 
reference to T, the young man who led the opposing group »" 
I cannot speak for "the young nan/ 1 but I believe we all 
know that the gentleman referred to was a certified dele- 
gate from the State of Colorado named Thaddeus Ashby, Mr. 
Ashby T s brilliant articles have appeared in several na- 
tional publications. His dedication to the cause of liber- 
ty is fearless and outspoken. He refuses to compromise 
his position whatsoever a His presence at the Congress was 
an inspiration to all of us who have over the years, in our 
fight to preserve America and to regain a system of consti- 
tutional checks and balances, so often found ourselves 

battered and defeated because of compromisers within our ^ 

-Own jrankq ♦ Jfe*- Ashby' s dedication td the cause of human"' 
liberty and his unflinching, courageo\is stand was the cen- 
tral point around which the Congress finally organized* 
He is to be commended and praised and if f as is hoped, the 
Congress grows to the stature and preeminence it rightfully 
deserves, the American people will owe a debt to Thad Ashby 
that they x>rill never be able to completely understand or 
repay. 

There is other language in this bulletin which we note with 
sadness. For instance, in paragraph 3 on page 3* "There is 
little protection against assassins. There is little pro- 
tection against the breaking of faith." If there was any 
attempt at assassination, it was the' attempt on the part "of 
the tiny minority, Operation America, to knife the policy 
which had been arrived at through prayerful study and the 
democratic process. The only faith that was broken was our 
faith in Operation America, which had led us to believe 
that we were " to organ iz e in an orderly m ann er a practicable 
base to esta blish for action a functional mechan ism to re-, 
gain co n stitut io nal "gov eTmont IrTtho orl ^ir u5T' American 
spiri t. 711 " f .- ~- " --" 

There is no necessity for going through the balance of the 
bulletin phrase by phrase and removing the mask of deceit 
which covers the truth. 

The implication carried throughout is that a min ori ty car- 
ried the day, which it did not because a majority decision 
was reached in every instance. 

It carries the implication that those who support' the truly 
American viewpoint had been on an emotional binge, swept 
off their feet and still not quite over the experience'* 
This may be true in a sense of deep devotion. When we' love 
our country much and are fighting for its preservation, it 
can be an emotional experience. The spirit of human liberty 
was present at this meeting. 

But back to the bulletin: It contradicts itself by saying 
that an unnamed cleric Worked assiduously to stir up the 
delegates and observers, one of whom was apparently an 
■ - atho-xs t , and - amr&h^r a philosophical anarchist. TJhy shoulcl 
a cleric support such as these? 

We learn also that youth has no place in the councils of 
those who wish constitutional government and we marvel again 
since wo know that the founding fathers when they drafted 
that remarkable document, the Constitution, wcro for the 
most part young and vigorous men. 

Me note the attempt to establish that those of us who are 
dedicated to the cause of individual liberty may actually 
be well-hidden subversives, unscrupulously breaking our 
words, putting out falsehoods, cheating and betraying.

Perhaps the very worst soot ion of what ensues is the attempt 
to make it appear that because individuals who organized' 
the Congress wanted to get it on a sound financial basis, 
an achievement xigmov accomplished under the Operation America- 
regime, the authors of this bulletin have made it appear 
that to bo successful in raising funds for a worthwhile pur- 
pose is to become racketeers. 

In viow of the hard-pressed financial status of nearly all 
organizations fighting today for the constitutional way of 
life and American liberty, this statement is the nastiest 
kind of a stab in the back and can only have cone from an 
individual or* a group of individuals motivated by dostruc- 
fctv.e impv-lses^ * > " * ^ 
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One further point:' On page 5 in the section referring to 
the McCarthy award, the use of my name as a member of the 
Patriot Award Committee was unauthorized and creates the 
impression that I am on the team with Mr- Kruekman and Oper- 
ation America, Nothing could be further from the truth* 
It is no longer clear that Mr. Kruekman and those who still 
cling to his leadership are dedicated to the cause of 
American liberty. So long as I felt that they were, I un- 
hesitatingly- gave my support, the use of my name, raised 
funds, gave of my time and my energy to assist in everything 
that they did. However, after this bulletin I must regret- 
fully disassociate myself from Operation America, any and 
all of its committees, any and all of its activities. I 
can have nothing further to do with it. 

The Congress of Freedom is determined to regain constitu- 
tional government in the true American spirit. Operation 
America says that is its objective, too. There is obvious- 
ly a grave difference as to the methods each organization 
has used and plans to use. This is, a matter. of . adroinkai^G-v 
tion and tactics. Presumably*, the films 'of the two organi- 
zations are identical. This being the case, how one of 
them could issue a bulletin such as Numb or 17 in a deliber- 
ate, destructive attack against another organization with 
the identical aims and objectives is incomprehensible. An 
attack of this nature should be aimed at communists and 
fellow travelers, not at dedicated libertarians, however 
those libertarians may differ in their proposed methods of 
achieving the same ends. 

So much for this unpleasant but necessary task. 

Now, here Is the program. The board of directors of the 
Congress of Freedom is already engaged arduously in doing 
the necessary legal work to complete the organization. It 
is raising funds so that the debts incurred by Operation 
America can be paid off, and the new Congress can get under- 
way without a bad reputation from a financial lack. And it 
is planning a magnificent gathering for 1955 which will in 
fact be the first Congress of Freedom to be held under its 
own banner. 



Those of you who have given so much to bring the forces of 
the right together in America now have a solid opportunity 
to cooperate in this great effort. The directors need your 
advice 'and your help in every area. They will need, most 
of all, your own personal dedication to the cause of human 
liberty under Cod,

At Girl Scout headquarters 
yesterday a spokesman said of 
the changes: "We consider 
them superficial because they 
do not make any changes in 
our program policies or be- 
liefs." 

However, the spokesman said 
that about half the changes re- 
sulted from citicism by Robert 
Le Fevre, a former Florida 
telecaster and a. critic of the 
United Nations. 

The Girl Scout spokesman 
said Le Fevre "opened our eyes 
that we were lending ourselves 
to misinterpretation," - 

. In Colorado Springs, Colo., 
where he is now executive di- 
rector of the United States Day 
, Committee j Le Fevre said he 
{had criticized .the Handbook 
"because of its political . slant

Mr. and Mrs. Arutunoff have lived in Bartlesville, Okla- 
homa, with their three children, since 1928.

During World War II he was Director of Research in a sec- 
ret agency of the War Department, and was cited for outstand- 
ing service to his country.

BOGALUSA — Negro revolution- 
ists in this victimized Louisi- 
ana city may lose their long- 
distance instructor to the Viet 
Cong . 

They receive instruction in 
terror from Havana, Cuba, where 
a renegade NAACP chieftain works 
closely with Fidel .Castro* He 
is Robert Williams, who fled the 
U. S. after indictment in 1961 
for the kidnapping of a white 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. G. Bruce 
Stegall, in a "demonstration" at 
Monroe, N. C. 

In Havana, Williams can tap 
the resources of Russian, Chi- 
nese and Cuban revolutionists 
for know-how in the manufacture 
of lye- bombs and other weapons 
of maiming and death. He regu- 
larly sends this information in 



printed form to negproes in Boga- 
lusa and the. Gulf Coast areas. 

He also broadcasts terror 
messages on a Havana frequency 
called "Radio Free Dixie".

"Later, he told reporters, 
'There were some folks around 
Atlanta — I won't call any names- 
who came to me and sa^d it was 
worth $25,000 to them to get 
Weatherby out of jail. He 
still declined. 

"But, powerful forces were at 
work. Griffin estimated that 50. 
lawyers were at work trying to 
get Weatherby out /of jail— among; 
them the present governor, Carl 
E. Sanders, who was to defeat 
Griffin at the polls. 

"Weatherby was paroled in 
1961 after serving a little more 
than four years of his life sen- 
tence. It was one of the earli- 
est paroles ever granted in 
Georgia. 

"It was plainly a case of 
self-defense," a member of the 
Pardon and Parole Board said at 
the time. 

"In September, 1962, Weather- 
by 's parole became a campaign 
issue in the Democratic primary.

Goldsmid ! s sons helped set up 
the gold monopoly in London, and 
were chief backers of the mttr^..

The legend of the 
curse of Baal was fueled by the 
suicide of Goldsmid ! s sons, who 
came up short in their accounts. 
Using the same principle as la- 
ter employed by the Federal Re- 
serve System of the U. S., they 
issued more paper bills than the 
amount of gold reserve they held 
and were unable to redeem.

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"Minister Sounds Call to 150 
For Return to Christianity

"The future of America is in 
the hands of God-fearing, God- 
loving Americans," the Rev. Cecil 

yTodd, renowned evangelist of 

Joplih, Mo., told an assemblage 
/)f approximately 125 delegates 
* convened for the 15th annual con- 
vention of the congress of free- 
dom yesterday afternoon at the 
Progressive Men's Club. 

The Congress of Freedom is 
"a conservative organization dedi- 
cated to the preservation of lib- 
erty and* integrity in our govern- 
menti^in the words of ...Cfeorge 
^/•Thomas, Omaha, Neb., a di- 
rector of the group. 

The Rev. Mr. Todd, in his 
speech titled "Blue Print for 
Slavery," envisioned the moral 
breakdown of the present genera- 
v tion as- leaving the country vul- 
nerable for degeneration from 
within and ripe for an overthrow 
by forces alien to the desires of 
the great majority of Americans. 

He remarked on the perversion 
ol the sex instinct in the media 
of today's movies, television, 
books and magazines as contribut- 
ing to the breakdown of the na- 
tion's moral fiber, leading to an 
apathetic outlook insofar as re- 
ligious and political ideals were 
concerned. He urged a return to 
the church and to Christian prin- 
ciples to combat these forces. 

Preceding tire Rev. Mr. Todd 
was TyJJjrf^Brady, a member of 
the Mississippi ■Legislature nom 



Brookhaven, Miss., who spoke on 
"Who's to Blame?". 

Brady outlined a list of 87 vital 
historical happenings, ranging 
from the outbreak oi World War I 
through the rise of communism 
in Russia, the growth of the Fabi- 
an Society, World War II, the 
betrayal of Poland, the turnover 
of Czechoslovakia to Russia and 
the death of chetnik leader Mih- 
ailovitch in Yugoslavia to more 
modern incidents. 

Posing the question "Who's to 
Blame?," he laid the issues 
squarely at the feet of his listen- 
ers and other disinterested Ameri- 
cans who permitted the occur- 
rences by lack of forceful par- 
ticipation in electing officials to 
properly deal with issues of the 
day and by allowing such happen- 
ings without protest to prevent 
reoccurrances of like nature.
